"Federal Forces Not Wanted Her^!"—Governor Morrison, North Carolina 


(By the Associated Press) 


RALEIGH, N. C—6ov. Morrison of North Carolina 


telegraphed Pres, Harding In effect that he would not co- 
operate with the federal government in protecting mines 
reopened by operators of that state in response to the presi-, 
lient's invitation. 


The North Carolina, governor declared it would be vain 


for him to invite coal miners to return to work in his state 
and that he "would not do so any way". He added that he 


considered the whole policy of national or state inferven- 
r.ion in labor disputes unwise. 


"I believe the full' duty of the government and the part- 


of wisdom is to uphold the law with fearless impartiality 
and permit parties in industrial disputes to fight the eco- 
nomic battle to a finish.

government against the striker and in' the enforcement of 
police regulations and the upholding of the law the strikers

Cousins Asks Change 


In State Banking Laws 


- DETROIT, Mich. — In a speech 
before the annual convention of thfi 
Association of Supervisors of State 
Banks here Marshall Cousins, Wis- 
consin 
commissioner of banking, 


recommended that state statute-g be 
amended to conform with the. lia- 
bility provisions of the federal re- 
serve act. Further 
recommenda- 


tions by the Wisconsin commission- 
er are "that "there be a provision 
requiring non-resident stockholders 
to'file with the supervising author- 
ity, an appointment in writing of 
an agent or attorney authorized to 
accept service of process in any ac- 
tion or proceeding to Enforce the 
statutory liability 
of such stock-' 


holder." - In regard to ability of 
stockholders to pay liabilities once 
they are accrued, the recommenda- 
tions of the banking commissioner 
aim to "be an incentive to banking 
corporations to make an 
effort to 


keep their 
stock in the hands of 


those who are able to.pay their as- 
sessment."

Sift over them 
more .crumbs, seasoned and butter- 
,ed, and bake untils "i-he curmbs are 
brown. Or cut thin a'uces of bread, 
trim off the ..crusts, lay on a thick- 
ly butered dish, and cover with' 
thin slices of cheese. Beat enough 
eggs to cover tha bread, season 
with salt, pepper and.if liked, a. 
little nutmeg, and pour over the 
bread. Bake in a moderate oven 
until the eggs are Bet, then serve, 
very hot in the some dish. Again 
slice a half dozen hard boiled eggs, 
sprinkle -with grat«d cheese, add 
another layer of eggs, then more 
cheese, and' so on until all are used. 
Turn enough whit* sauce over the 
dish to moisten thoroughly the con- 
tent», dustfwitljp.buttered crumbs, 
and bake ten minutes. Sometimes 
these «re known '• as Stenna' eggi.'

The commercial movie is primarily- 
designed to make money, and to that end 
seeks two objects, to portray extreme 
passions, and to exploit some star, man 
••qr,woman. The appeal is always to red- 
'blooded grownups.. .In the great majori-' 
ty of plays, child interests are completely 
lost to view except for censorship con- 


siderations.'

plays should be produced an'd-that they 
cap be .made both popular and profitable. 
She has undertaken to help in the solu- 
tion of a. difficult problem, but. she is of

that she :will mote nearly reflect tiie_ 
viewpoint .and - aspiration of the child

PREVENTION IS BETTER THAN 


PUNISHMENT 


[To the Editor]—Within the memory of 


many Wisconsin 
sportsmen 
the Wisconsin 


River, besides being a stream of great beauty 
throughout its 426 miles of length, with many 
beautiful rapids' in its 1,046 feet of fall from 
source to mouth, was one of the best streams 
in the world for game fish. It was admitted 
to be unexcelled as a breeding place for small- 
mouthed black bass in particular. Pike, pick: 
erel, and muskellunge. abounded in *ts waters 
and every finned tribe in the Mississippi sys- 
tem was represented in goodly numbers. 


Especially were the swift clean waters be- 


tween what are now the villages of Tomahawk 
-and Nekoosa famous as a paradise for the dis- 
ciples of Isaac Wilton. In this reach.of a little 
over one hundred miles, about one-fourth of the 
length of the stream, was 510 feet of fall, 
nearly one-half the total. The natural beauty^ 
of the stream and its-, banjos was unrivalled. 
Nekoosa is at the fcot of the granite Bed which 
formed the many rapids of the stream. From 
the standpoint of the lover of natural beauty, 
as well as from that of the fisherman, no love- 
lier spot on earth could be found.' 


But now all that is changed. Changed by the' 


greed 'of the industries, .of. the state and the 
weakness of 
the- Conservation commission. 


For, now the many paper mills empty the' re- 
fuse of the sulphite pulp and other paper mak- 
ing processes into the river unrestrained. 
Where once were game lish and their breeding 
places in profusion, the water is ^iow so pol- 
luted with the spruce fiber and chemicals which_ 
are wantonly dumped into it that the fish are 
poisoned and their /spawning places are barren 
The bed of the stream and.the banks for miles 
are covered with a choking, stinking, smother- 
ing layer of offensive refuse. 


Repeated complaints of this condition have 


been made'to1-the Conservation Commission, to 
several of its wardens, to the governor and to 
others who should take interest in it and be 
concerned with it. For be it known that the 
state of Wisconsin is committed to a policy-of 
fish conservation, as well as conservation of 
other natural resources of wild life and scenic 
beauty. A large force of officials armed wi: 
legal authority is employed for this purpose 
It is the duty of the Conservation commission 
under the-laws of the state, to preserve fish life 
in the waters of the state. It is. axiomatic that 
a policy with -which a government concerns it- 
self should be administered with the highes! 
possible degree of justice and equality, 
Th- 


head of the Conservation commission, as well 
as the head of the Fish commission, and the 
governor of the state, oven, have admitted in 
personal letters replying to complaints of the 
conditions outlined above, that the matter is 
important, that it lies within the jurisdiction of 
.the commission, and that they ough't.to act up- 
on it. But ho effective action is taken. 


Not long ago an aged resident of Wood coun- 


ty, who ekes-out a bare existence by such peace- 
ful and legitimate means as he can,- was un- 
wittingly the possessor of two. pickerel which 
had been -caught out of season. His neighbor, 
a Conservation warden, arrested him, and fa- 
was fined $5-1.57. 
Another n.eTghbor was. a- 


rested for the heinous act of spearing a few 
suckers in a trout stream, and compelled to pay 
a fine amounting to about one-tenth of his 
yearly income. Yet if they had gone just a few 
miles into the adjoining county, they might 
have taken as many fish as they wished from 
the same waters without'let or hindrance. This, 
I am told, is because when the law was wriAen, 
the intention was to make Juneau Lake, in. 
Dodge - county, free fishing waters throughout 
the year. 
But some sleepy-headed clerk or 


stenographer copied the words "Juneau Coun- 
ty" instead of "Juneau Lake," and no one in 
Madison, or in the starte has had the wit or en- 
ergy to makjs the correction, nor has the Com- 
mission had the good sense to see to it that the 
injustice was remedied. 
But this is a mere 


side issue,- to -illuminate the point of inequality 
and stupid inefficiency with which it was our jv-uie, and probably'.less costly. ^ 
aim to pierce the anatomy of the Conservation 
* " " ""' ' 


commission. 


In sharp contrast to the harsh punishment, 


meted out in cases Of petty violation of the let- 
ter of the law, is the absolute inaction in cases 
of gross violation of the spirit of the law. ; If 
the intention was to preserve vfish life in1 the 
streams of the state, it would seem to be-plain 
business efficiency and good sens,! to restrain 
wholesale poisoning of game fish by the 'chemi- 
cal pollution of the stream,'with-the same care' 
and zeal that are .shown in assessing fines for 
slight .breaches of regulations.'

makers .succeeded, to the .control of'state pol- 
itics after it was given up by the lumbering 
interests and. the breweries ? Are they above 
and beyond the-law? Are the'Commission and 
its wardens so busy taking rare of a few pre- 
cious suckers that they cannot'protect the many 
game fish of the nobler sorts ? 
Are the offi- 


cers of the law so deeply concerned with 'pun- 
ishing 'petty viola'tio'ns of -the law that they 
cannot prevent the monstrous ones ? Are these 
barons to be allowed to continue >poisoning the 
game fish which might benefit the people alpng 
streams, while making profits to be spent- in 
expensive fishing trips to distant unpolluted wa- 
ters?'

Now I am not defending petty violators of 


the law. They are indefensible, of course. But 
the greater violators are so much the more.;

slaughter would be a much more'effective meas-' 


paper producing^ countries of 'Europe, notably 
Norway and Sweden, where Nthe sulphite process- 
originated, there is no pollution of the streams 
with chemicals' or other refuse. 
The. chemicals 


are easily and cheaply neutralized, and the 
fibrous refuse is dumped other where than into 
the. teeming water of the rivers, and'so taken 
care of as not to be dangerous or. even .offensive. 
It might cost the .paper makers something; to 
change'their methods from the rough'and .ready' 
rules-of-the .past and present'-to the more hu- 
mane, and considerate oneVof the older-coun- 
tries, but it could' not cost "them as. much -in 
proportion as the fines referred-to above hav* 


In all justice and reason, let the Conservation, 


commission,, in'.order to justify its name and 
.existence,' secure tt»e passage and enforcement 
of a law that'gball.prevent the destruction of 
game fish in this wholesale manner. There are. 
plenty of laws that provide PUNISHMENT.. 
Let us have more that will provide PREVEN-

But busi- 
ness is utterly dead-at present, he adds, because 
.of disturbed political conditions. 


"The moment China is unified everything will- 


go right ahead in" business," Park declared re- 
cently on his return" from the East. "For tho 
•last eight -years- not one. mile, of railroad has 
been built — everything -being in a state of wait- 
ing for; politics to clear up. 


"Chinese war conditions . dp , not affect busi- 


ness 
directly. 
Little classes are 
fighting 


against each other. If a Chinese business man 
in Shanghai" is asked ^aboutihis political opin- 
ions he will refuse to commit, himself to any, 
He will stick "entirely to business. 
Several 


American firms have come into China in the 
last five years, and-'while those which were war 
firms have closed, there ara among the -other 
several very strong firms ' which are decidedly 
there to stay. 


• "The moment China opens up it is going to 
open with an explosion, and there is going to 
be a tremendously wide .field for American inii 
tiative. At present the Siberian condition is de- 
laying business in China. 
American firms in 


China expect a g*a.t . future from 
shipping 


through Siberia, aiw most of them have repre- 
sentatives now -just standing waiting for de- 
velopments in Siberia. - 


"As to the troublesome politics, there are a 


number of little 'Tuchuns,' or military govern- 
ors, who are fighting among themselves. The 
three strongest men in China^ today are Chang 
Tso Lin, (in Manchuria; Wu Pei.Fu, whom I con-

Britain Declared To Be In 


Peril Again 


Britain is declared a"gain to be in dire
